FOUNDERS. 

Henry  Palt«ney  Wright,  H.D^  CM. 

By  a  gift  rf  ten  thousand  dollars  received  by  the  corporation  o^  St 
Luke's  (ieneral  Hospital  on  the  loth  day  of  April,  1899,  from  his  widow, 
Marion  V/right,  the  late  Dr.  Henry  Pulteney  Wright  is  constituted  the 
first  Founder  of  the  Hospital. 

He  was  bom  i^  Toronto  on  the  nth  day  of  January,  1851,  but  wa» 
educated  chiefly  at  the  High  School  in  Quebec,  where  his  boyhood  was 
spent. 

Matriculating  in  Medicine  at  McGill  University,  Montreal,  in  1867^ 
he  graduated  in  1871,  with  honors,  obtaining  the  Faculty's  prize  that  year 
for  the  best  final  examination. 

He  began  practice  in  Mooretown,  Cnt.,  but  in  1872  he  removed  to 
Ottawa,  where  he  soon  secured  a  large  clientele,  and  until  the  day  of  hi» 
death  was  occupied  actively  with  professional  work.  His  large  hearted 
sympathy  as  well  as  his  high  professional  attainments  and  mature  judg- 
ment endeared  him  to  all  classes  of  the  community. 

In  187s  he  was  elected  to  the  attending  staff  of  the  County  of  Carle- 
ton  General  t  rotestant  Hospital  and  remained  at  active  work  there  till  he 
resigned  with  the  entire  staff  in  December,  1896,  being  chairman  of  the 
Medical  Board  at  the  time. 

Being  desirous  of  establishing  a  modern  hospital  for  the  scientific 
care  and  trtatment  of  the  sick  and  injured,  he  threw  his  whole  influence 
towards  attaining  that  object  and  St.  Luke's  General  Hospital  founded 
absolutely  on  a  non-sectarian  basis,  is  the  outcome  of  his  work,  and  in  it 
he  had  the  active  support  of  his  colleagues  who  had  resigned  with  him. 

Dr.  Wright  was  elected  chairman  of  the  Medical  Board  on  the  organ- 
iza  ion  of  St.  Luke's,  a  position  he  held  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  by  a 
donation  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  institution  he  be- 
came a  Life  Governor. 

Deeply  interested  in  society  work  of  a  professional  character,  he  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Ottawa  Medico-Chirurgical  Society  in  j  874, 
and  was  its  President  in  1878  and  in  1891. 

He  was  elected  President  of  the  Canada  Medical  Association  in 
1888,  and  presided  at  the  meeting  in  Banff,  N.W.T.,  in  1889. 

The  Bathurst  and  Rideau  Medical  Association  knew  him  as  an  active 
member,  and  the  Ontario  Medical  Association  likewise  Being  a  member 
of  the  British  Medical  Association  he  attended  more  than  one  meeting  of 
that  distinguished  society  in  the  motherland. 

On  the  disruption  of  the  Ottawa  Medico-Chirurgical  Society  he  be- 
came actively  associated  in  the  formation  of  the  Medical  Society  of 
Ottawa,  and  was  elected  President  in  1896  and  1897. 

Dr.  Wright  died  on  the  29th  day  of  October,  1898,  soon  after  retiring 
having  spent  the  previous  day,  as  was  his  wont,  in  arduous  professional 
work. 

Beloved,  honored  and  respected  by  the  entire  community,  it  is  a 
fitting  tribute  to  his  memory  to  find  him  the  fiist  Founder  of  St.  Luke's 
Genera  Hospital.

CHARTER 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  St.  Luke's  General  Hospital, 

Ottawa. 

'  ASSENTKD  TO  APRIL,  13th  1897. 
Preamble.  -»TrT"HEREAS  Hamnet  Hill,  Sir  James  A.  Grant,  Clarence  R.  Church,  Alex- 
Y  Y  ander  A.  Hentlereon,  Peter  A.  MeDougall,  Henry  P.  Wright,  Alfred 
J.  Horsey,  Amos  F.  Rogers,  William  C.  Cousens,  Henry  B.  Small,  Robert  W. 
Powell,  John  F.  Kidd,  James  A.  Grant,  junior,  Lea»der  C.  Prevost,  Edward  C. 
^lalloch.  Doctors  of  Medicine;  John  K.  Booth,  William  Mackey,  Gordon  B. 
Pattee,  Thomas  Birkett,  Michael  P.  Davis,  Robert  Cassels,  Robert  Gill,  John 
Mather,  Geoi"ge  P.  Brophy  and  Frederick  W.  Avery,  Esquires,  all  of  the  City 
of  Ottawa,  have  by  their  petition  •  ^iresented  that  there  is  not  at  present  in  or 
rear  the  City  of  Ottawa  a  general  public  hospital  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  the  ^ick  and  injured,  in  the  government  and  management  of  which  institu- 
tion all  classes  of  ipeople,  irrespectave  of  their  religious  creed  and  denomnina- 
tion,  can  take  part  or  be  reipresciited,  and  that  such  an  institution  would  supply 
a  public  want  in  that  part  of  tlie  country  and  would  receive  financial  assist- 
ance from,  amongst  others,  municipalities  and  pereons  who  have  been  unable 
or  unwillfing  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  a  ho&pital  under  the  exclusive 
control  and  management  of  pei-sons  professing  any  particular  religioais  creed, 
and  that  for  other  reasons  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  hosipitat 
hereby  sought  to  be  inconporalted,  is  desirable  in  the  puiblic  interest;  and 
whereas  the  said  (petitioners  have  also  by  their  petition  represented  that  in 
order  to  incorporate  such  hospital  with  the  necessary  powers  and  privileges 
for  its  establishment  upon  a  permanent  basis  and  to  provide  fon  its  effective 
inanageKuent  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  a  special  Act  <fl  the  Legislature;  ami'

whereas  the  saiil  {HM-song  have  by  their  petition  prayed  lor  the  passing  of  such 
an  Act  constituting  tlie  said  petitionei'a  and  ottier  iperaous  lu>reinat'ter  men- 
tioned, a  body  coi^rate  aiKl  po!<t''?  under  the  name  aforesaid;  and  whereas 
no  opposition  whatever  has  been  offered  to  the  granting  of  the  prayer  of  the 
said  ixrtition;  and  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  grant  tlie  ij  niyer  of  the  said 
petition; 

Therefore,  Her  Majesty,   by   and   with   the  ailvice  and   consent  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  i'rovmce  of  Ontario,  enacts  as  follows:

Hos,pital,''  hereinnfter  called  "  The  Corporation," 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  an«i  a  common  seal,  and 
may,  under  that  name,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  sliall  have  all  the  powers 
and  privileges  hereinafter  mentioned  and  also  all  the  other  powers,  privileges 
f'.nd  immunities  vested  by  law  in  corporations  necessary  or  proper  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  objects  of  incorporation. 

2.  The  said  Hamnet  Hill,  bir  James  A.  Grant,  Clarence  R.  Church,  Alex-  Provisional 
ander  A.  Henderson,  Peter  A.  McDougall,  Henry,  P.  AVri^ht,  Alfred  J.  Horsey,  «"^ «'"<>'■*• 

Amoa  F.  Rogers,  William  C.  Cousens,  Henry  B.  Small,  Robert  W.  Powell.  John 
r.  Kidd,  James  A.  Grant,  junior;  Ijeander  C.  Prevost,  Edward  C.  Malloch, 
Doctors  of  Medicine;  John  R.  Booth,  William  .Mackey,  Gordon  B.  Pa(tte€, 
Thomas  Birkett,  Michael  P.  Davis,  Roibert  Cossels,  Robert  Gill,  John  Mather, 
George  P.  Brophy  and  ^'rederiek  VV.  Aveiy,  Esquires,  all  of  the  City  of  Ottawa, 
shall  be  the  Provisional  Govemors  of  the  Corporation,  and  nine  of  them  sha!' 
form  a  quorum;  and  the  Provisional  Governors  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  hereinafter  assigned  to  them,  and  they  shall  hold  office 
until  the  "  Board  of  Governors,"  provided  for  in  this  Act,  shall  have  been  duly 
oiganized  hereunder. 


3.  The  head  office  of  *he  Corporation  shall  be  at  the  City  of  Ottaw  Head  ofBne. 

4.  The  Corporation  may  establish  and  maintain  in  the  City  of  Ottawa  powers  of 

a  public  general  hospital,  to  be  called  "  The  St.  Luke's  General  Hospital,"  for  corporation, 
the  treatment  and  care  of  sick  and  injured  persons,  and  for  that  purpose

«i?ay  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise  and  may  hold  and  again  dispose  of  any 
■uch  property,  real  or  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable,  ior  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Coip*  ration,  and  may  erect,  furnish  and  equip  ewch  buildings  as 
are  considered  ne-.'essary  for  its  purposes. 

Hospi^Tand  5.    No  one  shall  ever,  at  any  time,  on  account  only  of  his  nationality 

non  sectarian;  or  of  the  religious  creed  or  sect  to  which  he  belongs,  be  disqualified  from  being 
a  Oovemor  of,  or  from  taking  p&rt  or  having  a  voice  in  or  a  vote  as  to  the 
government  or  manageiment  of  the  said  Corporation,  or  of  the  seid  Hospital,  or 
from  being  a  member  of  the  Medical  Board  hereinafter  mentioned,  or  otherwise 
an  officer  or  employee  of,  or  connected  professionally  or  otherwise  with  the 
said  Corporation  or  the  said  Hospital,  or  from  being  admitted  es  a  patient 
into,  or  from  being  treated  in  said  hospital. 

Management  6.    The  affairs  of  the  Corporation  shaJl,  subject  to  the  provisions  herein- 

•  corporation,  pf^pp  contained  as  to  tTie  powers,  authority  and  duties  of  the  Provisional 
Governors  and  of  the  Medical  Board,  be  managed  and  controlled  by  a  rboard 
to  be  called  the  Board  of  (Jovernors,  which  shall  consist  of  Life  Governors, 
who  shall  hold  office  as  such  for  the  term  of  their  natural  lives,  and  Annual 
Governors,  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  yeai"  only,  qualified  and  constituted, 
appointed  or  elected,  as  hei-einafter  provided.

7. — (1)  Every  person  who  in  his  lifetime  gives  to  the  Corporation  for  the 
jnirijoses  of  the  Ho!^i>i'tal,  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars,  shall, 
upon  the  receipt  of  such  money  by  the  Corporation,  be  called   and  known  as 
a  "  Founder  of  the  Hosipital '  and  shall  thereby  become  a  "  Life  Governor  " 
and  he  shall  also  have  the  right  of  appointing  either  by  his  last  will  and  testa- 
ment or  by  other  instrument  in  writing, «  person  to  succeed  him  after  his  de- 
cease as  a  Life  Governor  representing  such  Founder  in  virtue  of  his  said  dona- 
tion, or  in  like  manner  to  appoint  a  succession  of  persons  in  perpetuity  to  act 
«8  Life  Governors  after  the  decease  of  said  life  Founder,  one  after  the  other, 
as  representing  such  Founder  in  virtue  of  his  said  donation,  and  every  person 
«o  appointed  under  this  sub-section  to  act  as  such  Life  Governor  in  succession 
to  such  Founder  shall,  as  such  representative,  be  a  Life  Governor  from  the 
time  said  appointment  takes  effect,  but  there  shall  never  at  any  one  time  be 
■more  than  one  Life  Governor  representing  said  Founder  in  virtue  of  such 
•donation. 


(2)  Every  person,  who  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Hospital  bequeaths 
l)y  his  will,  or  who  by  other  instrument  in  writing,  provides  for  the  payment 
over  alter  his  decease,  of  a  sum  of  not  lees  then  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the  said 
Corporation  shall,  upon  the  receipt  of  such  money  by  the  Corporation,  be 
called  and  known  as  a  "  Founder  of  the  Hosiprtal,"  and  he  shall  have  the  right 
of  appointing  either  by  his  will  or  other  intitrunient  in  writing,  a  person  to 
lie  a  Life  Gc'^rnor  representing  him  after  his  decease  in  virtue  of  his  said 
yionafion  or  bequest,  or  may  in  like  manner  appoint  a  succession  of  persons 
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in  perpeiuUy  to  act  as  Life  Go-'ernors,  one  after  the  other,  as  representing 
*uch  Founder  after  his  decease,  in  virtue  of  his  said  donation,  and  every  person 
«o  appointed  to  act  as  Life  Governor  under  the  provisions  of  this  sub-section 
«hall,  M  such  representative,  be  a  Life  Qovemor  from  the  time  his  said  ap- 
fKjintiment  takes  effect,  but  there  sliall  never  at  any  one  time  be  more  than 
one  Life  Governor  representing  said  Foumler  in  virtue  of  the  said  donation  or 
bequest. 

(3)  There  shall  be  erected  by  the  Board  of  Govemoi-r*  in  the  main  hall 
of  the  hoeypital  building  a  suitable  tablet  for  each  *'  Founder  of  the  Hospital "' 
on  which  shal!  be  inscribed  his  name  and  the  date  on  which  the  sum  so  given, 
donaited  or  bequeathed  by  him  was  received  by  the  Corporation,  and  tha 
Jioard  of  Governors  may  also  further  commemorate  the  mxmiftcence  of  each 
6uch  Founder  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best  and  they  shall  cause  to 
be  published  in  every  printed  edition  of  the  by-laws  and  of  the  annual  reports 
of  the  Corporation  and  of  the  Hospital,  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  Founders 
of  the  Hospital  and  the  aimount  of  money  given  or  bequeathed  by  each  of 
them  to  the  Corporation,  M-ith  the  date  or  dates  on  which  tl\e  same  were  re- 
<?eived  by  the  Corporaticn  and  with  also  a  short  biographical  sketch  of  each 
such  Founder. 
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8.  Every  one  who  personally  and  on  his  own  behalf  contributes  and  pays  *  Llfo 
to  the  Corporation  for  the  purposes  of  the  Hospital  a  sum  of  money  not  less  <'^^''°°"'- 
than  fl,000,  either  in  one  amount  cr  in  successive  amounts,  shall,  from  the 
lime  when  said  one  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  received  by  the  Corpora- 
tion, be  a  Life  Governor  and  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  cause  to  be  .published 
in  every  >printed  edition  of  the  by-laws  and  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  Cor- 
]>oration  and  of  the  Hospital,  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  persons  who  are  or 
have  baen  Life  Governors,  and  the  amount  of  money  given  by  each  of  them, 
"with  the  dates  on  which  the  same  were  received  by  the  Ck)rporation,  and  also 
<he  naimes  of  such  other  persons  who  have  each  l)eqneathev'.  ami  from  whose 
lepresentatives  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  or  over  that  amount  has  been 
received  by  the  Corporation. 

*,    Every  nmnber  of  the  Medical  Board  hereinafter  constituted  shall,  after  when  member 
len  ytars'  service  as  a  member  of  said  Board  and  provided  recommendation  to  P*  "J?^'"!;^ 
that  effect  in  writing  is  made  by  the  Medical  Board  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  tome  life 
ha  deetne  I  to  have  given  to  the  Corporation  services  for  the  purposes  of  the  hospi  b°*^""*<""* 
tal  equal  in  value  to  the  sum  of  $1,000,  and  he  shall  upon  such  recommendation 
Kavini^'  been  so  made  and  duly  commimicateil  in  writing  to  tlie  Boaixl  of  Go\'«r- 
nors  by  the  Medical  Board,  thereby  become  and  be  a  Life  Governor. 

10.     Every  city,  town,  county  or  other  municipality,  incorporated  com-  *' j"]^!'?**!*'*** 
pany,  fraternal  or  benevolent  society,  which  pives  at  any  one  time  to  the  Cor-  oontribating 
{loration  for  the  punposes  of  the  Hospital  a  sum  of  money  not  less  than  live  SJfu^i*** 

governors. 
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hundred  dollai-s,  sUall  have  the  right,  by  resolution  of  the  council  of  any  sucJi 
municipality  or  of  the  company  or  society,  as  the  case  may  'be,  so  giving  such 
money,  of  nominating  a  member  or  director,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  such 
council,  company  or  society,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  an  Annual  Governor 
ifor  one  year  commencing  next  imsnediaitely  upon  the  receipt  by  the  Corpora- 
tion of  such  money  and  of  e.  copy  of  such  resolution,  and  such  .person  shall 
thereupon  become  an  Annual  Governor  for  said  year  only,  but  he  shall  be 
eligible  in  like  manner  to  be  and  shall  become  an  Annual  Governor  for  another 
year  upon  the  .payment  by  such  municipality,  company  or  society,  of  another 
like  sum  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Corporation  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Hosj)i>tal  as  aforesaid  and  upon  a  copy  of  the  nominating  resolu- 
tion being  communicated  as  aforesaid,  and  so  on  from  year  to  year  as  each 
additional  sum  of  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  and  a  copy  of  the  nominat- 
ing resolution  are  received  as  aforesaid  by  the  Corporation. 
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11.  Every  one  wjio  personally  and  on  his  own  behalf  contributes  and 
pays  to  the  Corporation  for  tae  purposes  of  the  Hospital  a  sum  of  at  least  one 
hundred  dollai-s,  but  less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  an  Annual  Gov- 
ernor for  the  year  commencing  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  such  nwney 
by  the  Corporation,  and  for  each  additional  one  hundred  dollars  which  sueb 
person  so  donates  to  t-xe  C\>rDoration  he  shall  be  an  Annual  Governor  for  another 
year,  and  said  sums  shall  be  creditetl  to  him  in  the  books  of  the  Corporation 
until  he  has  so  contributed  and  ,paid  to  the  Corporation  in  all  one  thousanci 
dollars,  whereupon  he  shall  become  and  be  a  "  Life  Governor." 


PowerH  of  12.     The  Provisional  Governors  shaJl,  until  the  Board  of  Govemoi-s  is  duly 

govenaors^  organized  under  this  Act,  do  all  such  acta,  take  all  such  steps  and  make  all 
such  provisional  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
objects  of  this  Act  and  the  carrying  on  of  the  business  of  the  Corporation  as 
they  may  consider  advisable,  and  until  the  Boaixl  of  Governors  is  duly  organ- 
i.'ied  aa  aforesaid  they  shall,  in  that  behalf,  have  all  the  ipowers  conferred'  by 
this  Act  upon  the  Board  of  Governors.

prcvisinal  officers,  viz  ;  a  President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary^ 
and  they  may  al^.o  employ  or  appoint  such  other  olficera  or  persona  as  they 
may  deem  expedient.

each,  hereinafter  called  subscriber,  the  Secretary  of  the  Pi^ovisional  Bosnl

24. —  (1)  The  Corporation  may  sell,  convey,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
from  time  to  time  any  of  its  lands  or  other  property  a<equiired  by  it  and  invest 
the  proceeds  or  revenue  as  aforesaid  in  any  of  the  classes  of  security  referred 
to  in  the  next  preceding  section  hereof,  or  apply  the  same  otherwise  for  the 
pui^oses  of  the  Corporation. 


(2)  The  Corporation  may  borrow  or  raise  money  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Corporation  by  mortgage  upon  its  property  or  any  ipart  thereof  or  by  the  issue 
of  'bonds  or  debentures  of  the  Coriporation  payable  at  such  times  and  for  such 
amounts  and  at  such  rate  of  interest  as  may  be  considered  advisable  and  may 
secure  Buch  bonds  by  deed  of  mortgage  upon  its  property  or  any  part  thereof 
or  otherwise,  and  the  Coriporation  may  become  a  party  to  promissory  notes 
•nd  bills  of  exchan^.  for  the  pui^poees  of  the  Corporation  for  such  amounts  aa 
may  be  ooneideired  necessary  or  advisable  by  the  Board  of  Governors.

library,  operating  room,  instruments  and  appliances  in  the  Hospital,  according 
to  such  rules  and  re^rilations  as  from  time  to  time  may  toe  passed  for  their 
gxiidance  by  tlie  Medical  Board. 
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28. — (1)  The  Corporation  may  establish  and  maintain  in  connection  with 
the  Hospital  a  training  school  for  nurses  wherebj'  nurses  may  receive  a  thor- 
ough training  uind  be  igiven  a  diploma  upon  completing  the  curriculum  and 
passing  the  medical  and  nureing  exuminationa  required,  and  may  also  estab- 
lish ami  maintain  a  home  for  nurees  whereby  nurses  who  have  been  properly 
trained  niuy  be  supplied  to  private  iamilies  in  the  City  of  Ottawa  and  else- 
where. » 

(2)  The  Corporation  may  also  establish  and  maintam  accordimg  to  the 
rules  adopted  by  tlie  Medical  Board  a  Maternity  Uos>pital  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  care  of  maternity  patients. 

29.  The  Corporation  may  establish  and  maintain,  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  passed  for  this  purpose  iby  the  Medi- 
cal Board,  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  or  near  the  City  of  Ottawa,  and 
may  enter  into  contract  with  the  City  ot  Ottawa  and  other  munidpalities  to 
take  charge  of  and  isolate  by  means  of  such  Hospital  all  oases  of  infectious  dis- 
eases arising  in  any  of  said  municipalities.

WHEKEAS  the  St.  Luke's  General  Hospital  has  l»y  lu'tltlon  prayod  ,,,.,,,^,„|^,^,

CHAPTER  VIII. 

THE  LADY  SUPERINTENDENT. 

44.  The  Lady  Suiperintcndent  shall  be  .appointed  by  the  lio>ard  of  Gorer-  Appointinoni, 
Mors;  she  must  be  u  graduate  uui'se  of  not  less  than  three  yeare'  stiinding. 

45.  She  shall,  under  the  instructions  and  direction  of  the  Committoe  ol  Duties. 
Management,  have  the  imn:ediate  and  general  charge  and  supervision  of  the 
.lonidstie  economy  of  the  Hos'pital,  not  including  any  ipart  of  the  metlical 
de]tartment,  and  assign  all  duties  of  the  employees  and  servants,   whether 

male  v.  female,  except  the  orderly,  f^iie  shall  su]>erintend  the  kitchen  and 
iaundiy  departments,  see  that  the  diet  of  patients  or  employees  is  proi>erly 
cooked  and  punctually  supplied  and  that  there  is  no  improper  or  unnecessary 
waste,  that  all  soiled  clothes  and  linen  are  wa.-'.hed,  ironed  and  returnee*!  to 
the  iinen  room  or  w'ard.  She  shall  engage  such  female  .servants  and  at  such 
salaries  as  are  authorized  by  the  Comunittee  of  Management,  and  shall  remove 
and  dif-eharge  tiiem.  She  shall  have  the  care  of  all  funuture,  beds  ami  bed- 
ding, Jinen,  dresses,  and  utensils  of  every  de3<'ription,  also  of  the  instruments 
of  the  Hospital  belonging  to  the  o|>crating  room,  wards  and  outdoor  depart- 
merit.  The  bstctcriologist  and  patholo$rist  shall,  however,  have  charge  of 
the  instruments  in  their  respective  departments,  and  shaJl  l>e  resiponsible  for 
their  proper  care.  She  shall  see  that  the  Hospital  (premises  are  kept  clean 
and  that  the  ?2ivant«  are  all  cle;inly  in  their  persons  ami  are  di"es**ed  in  a 
proper  manner,  according  to  their  places  and  duties. 

46.  She  must  take  particular  care  that  the  electric  light  is  used  economi*  Eleciric  1  gbt 
rally  and  that  no  lamps  are  kept  burning  where  they  are  not  wanted.     She 

i.i  to  see  that  the  gas  is  turned  out  in  the  kitchen  aftrr  cooking  the  meals 
ond  that  no  more  is  used  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 

47.  She  shall  have  charge  of  the  wards  and  nui-sinir  department,  subject  Nursing 
to  the  regulations  of  the  Mediail  Board.     In  case  of  aibsenee,  she  must  appoint 

one  of  the  head  nurseu  to  take  charge  of  the  nursing  department.. 
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48.  On  the  atlinission  of  patients  ahe  shall  cause  an  inventory  to  be  made 
of  their  clothes  an...  other  efleots  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose  and  shall  be 
accountable  for  their  safe  delivery  to  the  patients  on  leaving  the  Hospital,  or 
ill  case  of  death,  to  any  i>ei"son  authorized  to  receive  the  same.  If  the  clothes 
of  a  patient  aie  in  such  a  coDdition  that  they  should  be  burned,  it  shall  be 
done,  if  directed  by  the  attending'  i>hysician. 

49.  At  the  beginning  of  every  month,  the  treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  Lady 
Suipt'rintendent  a  sum  of  money  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Governors  for  the  pur- 
pose of  defraying  her  petty  purchases  and  ex,penditure.  A  detailed  account  ol 
this  expenditure  must  be  submitted  to  the  Committee  of  Management  at  the 
end  of  the  month.

60.  The  Lady  Superintenden*',  shall  order  from  the  regular  contractors 
the  fuel,  groceries,  provisions  and  laimdry  suipplies  needed  for  the  Hospital; 
she  may  also,  out  of  the  petty  cash  .placed  at  her  disposal,  purchase  provisions 
or  laimdry  sujiplies,  or  meet  such  other  exipenses  as  she  finds  necessary. 

51.  Wines,  liquors,  medicines,  soda  water,  surgical  dressings  or  other 
articlcfi  which  are  not  always  supplied  free,  shall  not  be  delivered  other- 
wise than  upon  a  dated  order,  stating  the  article  wanted,  the  name  of  the 
person  for  whom  it  is  iHsued,  and  signed  by  a  medical  officer,  nurse  or 
other  person  competent  therefor.  The  employee  who  delivers  the  article  shall 
take  up  the  order  and  forward  it  to  the  clerk,  who,  if  the  article  is  not  to  be 
supplied  free,  shall  charge  it  in  her  books  against  the  patient,  employee  or 
servant  receiving  it.  I'he  free  orders  shall  be  submitted  by  the  clerk  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Management.  All  articles  of  this  kind  are 
tc  be  kept  under  ..ock  and  key  and  are  not  to  be  delivered  otherwise  than 
vpon  a  written  order  as  above.

h\  the  Lady  Supeiinitendent,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Committee  of  Manage- 
ment. The  total  amount  of  the  pay  list  shall  be  paid  to  the 
e'erk  who  shall  then  pay  all  the  employees  and  servants  the  sums  due  them 
and  take  receipts  from  them.

If  directed  by  the 
Lady  Superintendent,  she  shall  examine,  compute  and  weigh  the  supplies,  and 
if  incorrect,  reiport  to  her.  S'he  must  have  them  distributed  to  the  proper 
departments,    She  shall  check  the  monthly  accounts,  see  that  the  charge?  are 
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accordin;igf  to  contract,  or  are  fair  and  juat,  present  the  accjunta  to  the  Laly

name  and  axidress  of  some  friend  or  relative  Who  is  to  be  communicated  with 
ill  ease  of  need  and  uiion  being  informed  by  the  nurse  or  medical  officer  that 
the  fiien I  or  relative  should  be  summoned,  she  shall  at  once  send  a  notice  by 
telephone,  messenger  boy,  telegraph  or  mail,  as  the  occasion  may  demand.  She 
shall  notify  the  relatives  otf  the  death  of  a  ipatient  and  keep  a  press  copy  of  her 
letter. 

63.  She  shall  have  Charge  of  the  keys  ot  all  the  outer  doors  and  see  that 
all  entraiKes  except  the  main  entrance  are  locked  by  nine  p.m.,  and  opened 
at  seven  a.m.    The  main  entrance  shall  ibe  closed  at  10  p.m. 
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Knqiihies.  04.     She  shall  kecip  l;e.se!f  well  informed  about  the  business  of  the  Hospital 

80  as  to  be  in  a  position  to  answer  all  enquiries.  She  shall  receive  the  com- 
plaints of  visitors  and  enter  them  in  the  eomiplaint  book.  She  shall  answer 
telephone  calls  or  caoise  them  to  be  answered.

CHAPTER  X. 

EMPLCYEES  AND  SERVANTS. 

67.  Every  employee  or  servant  Is  expected  to  Uf-e  his  or  her  utmost  endea- 
vor to  secure  the  oomfort  of  the  ipatients,  maintain  the  good  name  of  the 
Hospital  and  (promote  its  welfare.  They  must  faithfully  oibey  the  regulations 
and  enforce  their  observance  iby  others.  They  miisit)  not  injure  any  part  of 
the  Hospital,  its  floors,  walls  or  furniture,  nor  shall  they  allow  anyone  to  do 
po.  They  are  to  perform  their  duties  diligently,  be  civil  to  everybody,  and 
ke?ip  themselves  as  neat  and  clean  as  their  duties  will  allow.    Loud  talking, 
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laughing  antl  all  unnecessary  noise  are  strictly  forbiiJcleii.  They  are  not  tu 
Kbseiit  themselves  without  |jernii*sion  of  tlie  Lady  Sup.nintendent  and  they 
must  reluin  bef.  re  10  p.m.,  alJ  whioli  time  they  must  be  in  llioir  rooms.  Laghts 
aie  turnel  out  at  10  30  p.m. 

68.    The   houre  for  meals  shall    be   fixe<l   by  the   l^ady  Suiwrintendent.  liotirefor 
Ofhcers,  employees  and  servants  are  enjoined  to  be  regular  at  their  meals,  a5  "i®*^'^- 
j)unctu.ility  in  this  matter  is  eesential  to  tlie  disciipline  of  tlie  lloapital. 

6U.    The  use  of  the  telephone  for  private  matters  is  allowed  on  special  Telepiiono. 
occasion  only. 

70.  Any  inattenion  or  neglect  ot  duty  miist   be  promptly  reti)orted  to  XeRlect  of 
the  clerk  or  Latly  Siii^erintendeut.  duty. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

PATIENTS. 

71.  The  object  of  admitting  patients  into  th?  Hospital  being  their  reiiei  No  improper 
from  bodily  ailment,  the  first  consideration  must  be  to  treat  them  medically 
and  to  avoid  therefore  all  neetlless  excitement  as  (k'triniental  to  tiieir  cure. 
They  must  cihserve  the  re^gulations  and  contluot  tliem-;€lvis  wilU  dui'  respect 
to  the  officei's  and  employees,  iliey  must  not  make  \use  of  obscene  or  profane 
language,  spit  on  the  floors,  be  guilty  of  improper  conduct,  or  leave  the  Hospi- 
tal or  the  ward  in  which  they  have  heen  placed  without  permission.  Gam- 
bling, i^moking,  Slinging,  loud  talking  or  unnecessary  noise  in  the  wards  or 
corridors  are  strictlv  foi"bidden. 

72.  No  male  patient  shall  enter  the  wards  for  the  females  except  when  re-  Male  and  fe- 
qtiested  to  give  assistance  by  a  nurse  or  mediical  oilicer,  nor  shall  a  female  "**  ^ '^'^ '*'" 
patient  enter  the  warxls  .or  the  males, 

73.  Free  patients  who  are  able  may  be  called  upon  to  assist  tthe  nurses  Free  patients 
and  other  employees  in  nursfng  fhe  i>atients,  making  beds,  cleaning  the  wTirds  ^'^  asist. 
and  doing  such  other  work  as  the  Lady  Superintendent  maj'  direct. 
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74.  No  patlient  shall  attempt  to  regulate  the  temperature  in  the  wards  Heating  and 
by  interfering  with  windows,  registers,  radiatoi-s  or  ventilators.     All  such  mat-  ^"^^  '     ^°"' 
tcTS  requiring  attention  should  be  reported  to  the  nurse  cr  House  Surgeon. 

75.  Every  patient  shall  retire  to  bed  at  9  p  m.,  from  1st  xMay  to  1st  Jfrl&o'bed!' 
November,  and  at  8  p.m.  from  JSovember  to  May;  after  the  retiring  hour  per- 
fect quiet  must  be  observed  in  the  wards.    Patients  who  are  able  shall  rise  at 

5  a.m.  in  the  summer  and  6  a.m.  in  the  winter. 
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70.  Patieniis  moisfc  be  in  tiieir  proper  piacea  In  the  wards  at  the  hour 
oT  tlie  physician's  ami  8urgeoir&  visit.  They  must  not  leave  the  Hospital  at 
any  time  without  the  pernriseion  of  the  House  Burgeon,  luuier  the  direction  ol 
the  attending  nieaical  olHcer.  They  are  not  allowed  to  enter  the  basement 
or  top  flat  without  permission. 

Not  to  lie  in  77.    No  patient  shall  retire  to  bed  without  previously  undressing,  nor 

undr^sli'ng.'^     shall  any  convalescent  patient  lie  down  upon  the  beds  in  the  day  time  without 

l.ermissioii,  but  such  as  wisih   either  to  sleep  or  rest  may  be  permitted  to  retire 

io  beil  at  any  time,  ha\-ing  previously  undressed.

78.  Evei-y  patient  admitted  shall  be  requested  by  the  clerk  to  state 
inationtocleik  his  or  her  name,  age,  religion,  birthplace,  ami  residence.  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
ilerk  to  obtain  these  particulars  and  have  them  properly  eniterefl  upon  the 
usual  card,  which  is  to  be  delivered  to  the  nurse  in  charge  of  the  ward  in  which 
tlie  patient  is  placed.  This  record  to  be  treated  as  conclusive,  unless  and  until 
tlie  patient  voluntarily  requests  the  clerk  tio  make  any  changes  in  the  card, 
Siiicii  request  to  be  made  in  the  presence  of  at  least  one  other  residenit  otlicial 
vt  the  Hoapital  as  witness  thereto.  The  ollicera  of  the  Hospit^  are  forbidden 
to  permit  any  interference  with  the  conditions  recorded  on  tihe  card  for  the  time 
being. 


Misbehaving 
patients. 


79.    Any  patient  who  misbehaves,  brings  spirituous  liquors  into  the  Hospi- 
tal, or  is  found  intoxicatied,  will  be  discharged. 
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SO.  Wards  CI,  C2,  Dl,  D2  and  DO  ar«  public  wards.  Patients  unable  to 
pay  for  their  maintenance  may  be  admitted  as  free  patients;  those  who  are 
able  tto  pay  are  expected  to  contribute  at  the  rate  of  from  $1.00  to  $2.50  per 
week,  as  may  'be  agreed  upon  with  the  House  Burgeon. 

81.  Rooms  Al  to  8,  and  Bl  to  8,  ara  private  rooms.  Booms  C4,  D4 
smd  D8  are  semi-private  rooms.  The  charge  for  semi-private  rooms 
is  five  dollars  per  week;  for  private  rooms,  it  is  ten  dollars  per  week. 
The  day  ot  admission  and  the  day  of  discharge  are  ooth  countied  as  full  daj's. 
This  charge  covers  the  board  of  the  patient,  plain  wasihing  and  the  divided 
attention  of  a  nurse.  Medicines,  surgical  dressings,  wines,  liquors,  aerated 
waters  and  luxuries  generally  are  supplied  at  cost. 


Special  nurse.  82.    Should  a  private  patient  or  his  friends  exact  more  than  the  usual 

attention  given  by  the  Hofe'pitel,  a  special  nurse  may  be  assigned  to  the  .patient 
and  an  additional  charge  of  !S15.00  per  week  shall  be  made.

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RULESOFTHE  MEDICAL  BOARD. 

CHAPTER    I. 

THJi;   MEDICAL   BOARD. 

1.  The  Medical  Board  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Governors  for  the 
proper  management  of  the  medical  and  surgical  affairs  of  the  Hospital,  an  t 
shall  report  in  writing  to  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Governoi-a. 

2.  The  Medical  Board  shall  consist  of  the  consulting  staff  and  the  attending 
staff,  as  provided  for  in  Petition  25  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation. 

3.  No  one  shall  be  elig.ule  for  appointment  to  the  consulting  staff  until  he 
has  been  a  member  of  the  attending  staff  for  a  period  of  at  leasit  one  year. 

4.  Any  memlber  of  the  attending  staff  desiring  to  be  placed  on  the  consulting 
slaff  shall  notify  the  chairmain  of  tlie  Medical  Boai-d  in  writing  to  that  effect, 
and  such  communication  shall  he  read  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
the  request  sliall  be  granted  if  a  majority  of  those  pi^ent  agree. 

5.  The  Medical  Board  may  appoint  one  or  more  of  the  attending  staff  <:o 
practise  the  special  branches  of  Gynaecology,  Ophthalmology,  Otology  and  Laryn- 
gology, in  the  public  wards  and  out-door  department  of  the  Hospital.  Each  of 
such  members  to  confine  himself  in  his  practice  to  his  specialty. 

6.  No  ^ocoinmendation  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Governors  to  in<;reaso 
the  nv.mber  of  the  attending  Medical  Staff"  without  two  weeks'  notice  in  writ- 
ing being  sent  to  esuch  member  of  the  Medical  Board,  notifying  him  of  the 
proposed  addition,  and  ait  the  consideration  of  the  same,  it  shall  require  a 
three-quarters  vote  of  those  present  to  carry  the  recommendation. 

7.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  attending  staff,  whe.oby  the 
T.umber  is  reduced  below  the  minimum  of  eight,  a  special  meeting  shall  be 
immediately  called  by  a  two-weeks'  notice  in  writing,  notifying  each  nieml>er 
of  the  Board  of  the  object  of  the  meetinig. 

8.  In  the  case  of  an  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  attending  staff,  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Medical  Board.  shaU  be  called,  stating  the  object  of  the  meet- 
ing, at  which  meeting  the  names  of  all  the  applicaaits  shall  be  read  out  by 
the  chairman  in  the  order  in  which  they  were  received  by  the  (Secretary.    The 


aptplicant  obtainiiig  the  vote  ot  thiee-fourths  of  those  present  shuil  be  declared 
elected.  j

9.  If  the  chairman  of  the  Medical  Board  receive  from  a  meniber  of  said 
Boax'd  a  bona  tide  cliarge  in  writing  of  unprofessional  conduct  on  the  i>art  ot 
a  member  of  the  Medical  Board,  he  shall  notify  the  Boaixi  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  allegation  contained  in  the  charge,  a.nd  the  Boai-d  shall  there- 
upon appoint  a  committee  to  investigate  the  same,  and  said  committee,  after 
duly  notifjing  the  accused  member  in  writinig,  and  giviiug  him  full  privilege 
of  defence,  shall  report  to  the  Board  Avithin  one  month,  at  a  special  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose;  and  it  the  oliarge  is  pi-oven  the  member  is  to  be  report- 
ed to  the  Board  of  Governors,  as  provided  for  in  sub-section  3  of  section  26 
Oi  the  Act  of  Inoorporauon. 

10.  No  member  of  the  Medical  Board  and  no  Associate  Physician 
or  Surgeon  shali  In  any  way  be  connected  professionally  with  any 
other  hospital  in  Ottawa;  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  the  Children's  Hospital, 
nor  to  any  member  of  the  Modioal  Staff  of  St.  Luke's  General  HoapiUil,  who  is 
at  present  a  member  of  a  medical  staff  of  any  other  ho<=(pital  in  Ottawa. 

11.  No  medicai  practitioner  shall  prescribe  for,  operate  u\pon,  assist  as  a  con- 
piiltanit  thei-efoi',  or  in  any  way  attend  professionally,  any  patient  in  the  iios- 
]>ital,  imless  he  is  a  member  of  the  Board  or  Ass<X'iate  Physicdan  or  Surgeon. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  Medical  Board'  may  grant  the  rigl  t  fi-om  time  to 
time  to  any  phj^sicdan  in  Ottawa  to  attend  his  private  patient  in  the  private 
wards  of  the  Hospital;  such  iprivilege  to  extend  only  for  a  period  ending  with 
the  annual  meeting  oif  the  Medical  Board  following  the  granting  of  such  privi- 
lege. 

12.  Tlu*  Associate  Physicians  and  Surgeons  shall  have  the  rights  mentioned  m 
the  Ao>t  of  Inco»-poration.  relating  to  the  Associates,  and  no  other  rights,  and 
tliey  shall  not  have  any  light  of  attenfiing  professionally,  operating  upon,  or 
iissisiin;^  in  oiieratdng  upon  any  patient  ...'naiitteil  to  the  public  or  semi-private 
wards  of  the  Hospital. 

CHAPTER    II.

17.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  members  shall  stand  when  speakuig,  and 
luUlrcss  their  remarks  to  the  eluiiirmaii,  and  no  member  shall  interrupt  a 
fl)eaker.  All  motions  and  notices  of  motions  shall  be  in  writing,  and  only

19.  Tr.e  chtdinian  Sihall,  if  present,  preside  at  all  meftings  of  the  Bi.ard.  and 
\i  absenit  from  any  meeting  a  ohaiiiinifln  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  mem- 
bers present.  lie  shall  maintain  order,  and  enforce  the  by-laws,  and  he 
shall  have  the  .privilepe  of  dis^'ussing  all  topics  brought  liefore  the  Board. 

20.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting, 
and  transcribe  the  same  into  a  boolk  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  he  shall  rea<l 
tliese  minutas  at  the  next  regular  meeting;  he  shall  conduct  the  coiTespondenc:* 
and  call  all  meefcinga  of  the  Board;  he  shall  pre^wre  the  monthly  report  to  the 
Board  of  Governors,  and  do  such  other  work  as  may  be  im^posed  upon  him  by 
the  Board. 

CHAPTER    IV. 

AlJMlRSlOiN   OF  PATIENTS. 

21.  Any  case  of  non-infectious  or  sairgical  disea^^e,  *>r  accident,  aiay  be  ad- 
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rnitted  into  the  public  wards  of  the  Hospital  at  tlie  disrretion  of  the  attending 
niedieal  officers  for  ^,he  time-being;  but  cases  of  insanity,  or  such  as  may  ix- 
considered  incHral)le.  ..Iiuil  not  be  adniilKnl  to  the  Jiosi>ital.  All  patients  shall 
be  admitted  and  troated  in  the  Hospital  without  any  refeience  whatever  to 
their  religiovs  creed  or  nationality.  No  post  mortem  examination  shall  be  held 
on  the  body  of  a  patient  without  the  consent  of  the  relatives  or  friends  of  the 
deceased  having  first  been  obtained 

22.  As  far  as  possible  waixJs  CI  and  Dl  shall  be  for  medical  eases,  C2  and  D2 
shall  be  for  surgical  cases,  aiul  I)ti  islmll  lie  for  (Jyuaecologicul  cuises. 

23.  All  numbers  of  the  C'ornoratitin  oi  St.  Luke's  General  Hospital,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Meiiical  Boai'd,  and  Associates,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  recom- 
mending patients  to  the  Hospital.  sul)icct  to  the  approval  of  the  Attcmlir.g 
Medical  Officer,  ami  printed  forms  a>  aiuioxed.  shall  i)o  senit  to  ea^h  meml)er 
of  the  Coriioration.  antl  to  e«ch  menrhcr  of  the  Medical  Board  ami  the  A<^.■?o- 
ciates. 

24.  All  patients  ©hall   ))e  admitted  to  the  public  wards  by  the  attending 
medical  officer.     Wlicn  admission  is  refused  to  any  paititMit  presenting  an  ad- 
mission form,  the  attendijvg  medical  olRcer  shall   record   his  reasons   for  such 
refusal  in  a  book  kept  for  tliat  jiurjosc.  and  the  Housn  Surgeon  shall  communi 
cate  the  same  to  the  person  rccomir.ciuling  the  patient. 

25.  The  hour  for  the  ndmifsion  of  patients  shall  be  from  twelve  to  one  o'clock, 
but  urgent  cases  shall  be  admittc<l  af  any  time,  at  the  disscretion  of  the  HoUi^e 
Surgeon  or  pei-son  in  charge  of  the  Hospilal. 


CHAPTER    V. 

ATTEXDlN'd    .MKOirAL  OFFKEl'J'^. 

26.  Tht  Attending  Staflf  shall  select  in  rotation  two  of  their  number  to 
attend  for  iwo  months  the  medical  and  surgical  ca.sps  admittetl  into  the  public 
wards. 

Should  the  attending  medical  officer  l>e  unable  from  sickness  or  any  other 
cause  to  attend  the  Hospital,  he  shall  arrange  with  some  otiher  member  of  the 
fiUending  staflf  to  fulfil  his  duties. 

27.  At  the  termination  of  his  term  of  s'r.ice  each  attending  metlical  officer 
tiliall  transfer  the  patients  under  his  care  U.  his  successor,  but  he  nmy  retain 
and  continue  to  attend  such  ease.s,  not  excelling  two  in  niiinher,  as  he  may 
depire. 

28.  The  attending  medical  officer  shall  have  sole  control  of  the  patients  under 
liis  charge,  and  be  responsible  for  their  proper  care  and  treatment.  He  shall 
write  o;   canse  to  be  written,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  all  prescrip- 
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tioiis,  anl  sh:»ll  g've  de.ir  diieetions  to  the  nurse  in  attendance  as  to  the 
diet  and  general  care  of  the  patient. 

29.  The  attendixi'.'  medical  officer  shall  visit  the  patients  in  the  public  wards 
d'-jly  at  tAvolve  otlock,  noon,  and  from  that  time  for  at  least  one  hour  the 
tntern  Staff  shall  be  in  attondanoc. 

30.  In  any  serious  medical  case,  and  in  any  case  requiring  a  surgical  opera- 
tion, if  the  jKiitient  is  an  oceiipaiit  of  the  publii.'  wards,  u  consultation  of  the 
islodjcal  Bo'  !  sliall  be  called  and  the  decision  of  the  majority  present  at  sucn 
cousultatloii  .  -'"  '<»  carried  out  by  the  niedioal  or  surgical  otticei*,  provided 
that  in  ease^  t  '  rgency  when  tlie  life  of  tlie  patient  imiight  be  endangered 
by  delay,  any  nc  ry  sui^ical  operation  may  I*  perfonued  without  a  con- 
sul tiition.

31.  All  operations  upon  public  ward  patients  shall,  when  convenient,  take 
place  on  Wednesdays  and  Siturdays,  at  tha  hour  of  12.33  p.  m.  Sur- 
gical operations  on  semi-private  and  iprivate  ward  patients  shall  not  take 
place  on  these  days,  except  in  ea-ses  of  eniergeuicy. 

32.  AU  operations  upon  public  ward  ipa'ients  shall  always  take  precedence 
over  operations  upon  private  jiatients,  an<l  wh  n  tlie  attending  mediicai  officer 
decides  u|>on  a  certain  day  and  Ixiur  for  a  siu-gical  operation,  then  no  one  shall 
to  allowed  the  use  of  the  o{>erating  room  or  surgicsd  instruments  for  the  same 
hour  or  for  one  hoiu-  before  the  time  agree<l  upon. 

33.  In  all  operations  upon  public  ward  patients  the  assistants  to  the  opera- 
tor shall  be  those  memibers  of  the  Medical  J?o«rd  who  may  be  present,  and 
in  all  sudi  operaitions  tiie  nj>erator  may  beforehand  request  one  or  mora 
niembei's  of  the  Attending  Staff  to  assist  him,  and  compliance  with  such 
request  shall  render  it  compulsory  for  such  member  or  members  to  be  present, 
and  assis't  at  the  operation. 


CHAPTER    VI. 

TBK    HOUSE     SUROEON.

.36.  He  sha'l  not  be  aibsent  from  the  Hrspital  without  leaving  the  Aaaistant 
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House  Surgeon  in  clmnge,  and  shall  notify  the  clerk  to  that  effect  and  shall  not 
absent  himself  for  any  length  of  time  without  obtaining  i>ermissioii  fri»ni  the 
Medical  Board. 

37.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  tlie  Medical  Board,  have  control  of  the 
medical  and  surgical  afiairs  of  the  Hospital  ;  he  shall  be  the  authorized  means 
of  conununicoition  between  the  Medical  IJoanl  and  various  ollioers  of  the  de- 
partments of  the  Hos|)ital,  and  be  responsible  for  the  proper  discipline  of  the 
Assistant  Hooise  Suiigion,  patients  in  public  waMs,  and  muses  when  on  duty. 

38.  He  shall  daily  visit  all  public  nw'  s.-mi-private  wards  and  all  departments 
in  the  basement,  ground  and  fiist  i1ol>is,  except  the  laundry  and  store  room; 
inspect  the  heating,  ventilation,  disinfection,  cleanliness  and  general  condition 
of  the  Hospital,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  report  to  the  attending  medical 
olficer  any  defect  that  may  come  to  his  no'tic^. 

39.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  every  ea.-e  applying  for  admission,  and  ho 
shall  not  upon  receipt  of  application,  keep  the  applicant  \vaiting  im-  any 
length  of  t  me.     In  cases  of  accident  his  imm  diate  attention  shall  be  given. 


40.  He  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  attending  medieal  otticer,  admit 
all  patients  to  the  Hospital,  and  shall  assign  each  patient  to  the  proper  ward 
and  bed. 

If  admii=aion  is  unne<'esj'a.ry,  or  the  ])ati<'nit  refases  to  reniaiii,  he  is  ex- 
pected  to  administer  to  the  immetliate  requirements  of  the  ca.se  and  keep  a 
jecord    theieof. 

41.  Any  private  or  semi-private  patient  shall  be  assigned  to  a  room  or  ward 
without  exaimination,  and  any  attendance  by  the  House  Surgeon  or  Assistant 
Houe  Surgeon,  shall  only  ibe  made  upon  the  request  of  the  medical  attendant, 
except  in  cases  of  emeiigency. 

When  requestetl  by  the  medical  attendant  of  a  private  or  semi-privato 
]>atient,  he  shall  prepare  the  clinical  report  and  perform  such  other  duties  aa 
may  be  required  of  him. 

42.  He  shall  see  that  the  admission  card  of  all  patients  is  properly  filled,  and 
upon  the  discharge  or  death  of  the  patient  he  shall  obtain  a  complete  record 
of  the  case  and  file  it  away  for  safe  keeping. 

43.  The  House  Surgeon  shall  have  charge  of  the  public  medical  wards  for 
one  monLh  andof  the  public  sargical  wards  for  the  following  month  under  the 
direction  of  the  attending  medical  officers.  He  shall  as  soon  as  possib'e  after  the 
admission  of  a  patient  make  a  thoi>ough  examination  and  prepare  the  clinical 
lepoi-t,  and  shall  thereafter,  if  requesteti.  make  such  daily  notes  as  the  history 
of  the  case  moy  require.  He  shall  visit  the  war<ls  imorninig  and  evenimg  and 
tis  often  as  the  comlition  of  the  patients  may  require.    He  shall  see  that  the 
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t'irectioiis  oi  the  attending  medical  officer  are  carried  out ;  that  tiie  medioims 
ar«  regularly  administered;  that  the  patients  are  given  every  care  and  attention 
by  the  nurses,  and  that  they  receive  their  proper  diet. 

44.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  House  Burgeon  and  Assistant  House  Surgeon 
to  report  evei-y  instunce  in  wliich  any  jja-tient  fails  to  receive  proper  aittention 
and  of  neglect  of  duty  on  tiie  i>art  of  th«  nui*se  or  her  assistant. 

Complaints  concerning  faults  of  a  minor  character,  committed  by  assist- 
ant nurg^,  may  be  made  to  the  hea^l  nuree  of  the  ward;  but  all  complaints 
of  any  importance  shall  be  made  to  the  attending  medical  officer. 

45.  He  shall  send  the  proper  notices  of  all  operations  upon  public  ward 
patients  to  the  menibei>>  of  ttie  Medical  Board,  and  shall  noiify  the  nurse  in 
charge  of  the  operating  room  of  the  character  of  the  operation,  the  necessary 
requisites  and  tlie  time  of  the  operation,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  carry- 
ing out  of  all  such  orders. 

The  (iperat.  tif.  rc"  i  shall  not  be  ustd  for  any  .purpose  without  the  know- 
ledge of  the  House  Surgeon. 

4G.  In  a  book  provided  for  the  purpcse,  he.  shall  enter  a  full  accoimt  of  all 
operations  perf(  rmeil  in  the  Hospital. 

47.  The  House  Surgeon  or  A'.sistant  House  Surgeju  sliull  not  perform  any 
operation,  or  administer  any  anaesthetic,  nor  shall  they  prescribe  medicines, 
without  spec'al  directions  from  the  at' ending  medical  officers,  except  for  the 
immediate  relie^  of  urigent  symptoms.  In  cases  of  a  dangerous  nature,  they 
shall  promptly  report  to  the  proper  medical  officer  and  pending  his  arrival 
shall  take  such  means  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  patient  as  ma,y  be 
n  oessary. 


48.  Any  patient  coming  to  the  Hospital  for  admission  to  piivaite  or  semi- 
private  wards  having  no  choice  of  a  medical  attendant,  shall  be  assig-ned  by 
the  House  Surgeon  to  the  care  of  jne  or  other  of  the  medical  officers  for  the 
month.  * 

49.  Hours  of  meals  for  resident  medical  officers  shall  be  as  follows:  Break- 
fas*^.  ".30  a.m.     Lxmch,  1  to  2.30  p.m.    Dinner,  0  p.m. 

50.  The  Hcuse  Surgeon  ami  Assistant  House  Surgeon  shall  commence  their 
duties  not  later  than  9  a.m.,  doily. 

51.  The  House  Surgeon  shall  have  charge  of  the  Ambulance  service  and  shall 
see  that  all  calls  are  pi-onnptly  answered. 
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CHAPTER    VII 

THE  ASSISTANT  HOUSK  SURGKON. 

62.  The  Asaiatant  House  Surgeon  ahall  be  appointed  by  the  Meflical  Boaii 
for  a  period  of  one  yeai-,  aubject  to  removal  at  any  time  tor  cause. 

53.  Ho  shall  dispense  all  medicines  required  in  the  Hospital  and  shall  not 
allow  any  medicine  or  other  article  to  be  taken  from  the  dispensary  which  nva 
not  properly  ordered.  He  shall  estimate  the  cost  of  all  medicines  delivered  to 
private  and  semi-pnivate  wards. 

54.  He  shall  pronnptly  make  all  urinalysis  required  in  the  Hospital,  and 
fonvaid  his  report  to  the  waixis  before  the  visiting  Jiour  of  the  attending 
medical  officers. 

55.  The  Assistant  House  Surgeon  shall  have  charge  of  the  public  suigical 
•wards  for  one  month,  and  of  the  public  medical  wards  for  the  following  month, 
under  direction  of  the  attending  medical  of  icer.  He  shall,  as  soon  as  pcssible 
after  the  admission  of  a  patient,  make  a  choroiiffh  examination  and  prepare 
the  clinioal  report,  and  shall  thereafter,  if  requested,  make  such  daily  notes  as 
the  history  of  the  case  may  require.  He  shall  visit  his  wards  momino;  and 
evening,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  condition  of  the  patients  requires.  Ha 
shall  see  that  all  directions  of  the  attending  medical  officer  are  attended  to 
that  medicines  are  regularly  administereil,  that  patients  are  given  every  care 
and  attention  by  nurses,  and  that  they  receive  their  proper  diet,  etc. 

56.  He  shall  observe  all  directions  given  him  by  the  House  Surgeon  and  per- 
fcrm  sucfh  duties  as  may  be  ie<]uir(>d  of  him  in  connection  with  the  medienl 
and  smigical  affairs  of  the  Hospdital. 

57.  He  shall  not  absent  himself  from  the  Hospital  without  the  permission  of 
the  House  Sui-geon  except  in  oases  of  emergeiKy. 

58.  Neither  the  House  Surgeon  nor  the  Assistant  House  Surgeon  is  perniitle  1 
to  receive  any  gift  from  any  otticial  or  employee  of  the  Hospital. 


CHAPTER    VIII 

THE  PATHOLOGIST. 

69.  The  Pathologist  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Medical  Board,  suH- 
jict  to  ren.oal  from  office  at  any  time  for  cause. 
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UU.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend  the  Hospital  daily  anJ  promptly  do  the 
pathological  and  bacteriological  work  of  the  Hoepdtal,  have  charge  of  and  be 
icspon^^ble  for  the  pathological,  bacteriological  and  post-mortem  instruments 
and  appliances  and  he  shall  prouuptly  make  out  and  send  in  the  written  re- 
ports called  for  by  the  attending  medical  officers  of  the  month  on  public  waixl 
patients,  using  in  all  cases  the  forms  for  this  purpose  provided  by  the  Hospital. 

61.  He  shall  promptly  examine,  fiee  of  charge,  pathological  or  bacteriolo- 
gical specimens,  sputum,  or  blood  fiom  public  ward  patients,  and  at  ouce  Eend 
his  re^jort  to  the  attending  medical  officer  by  whom  the  exam- 
ii.ation  was  requested. 

62.  He  shall  promptly  examine  pathological  or  bacteriological,  tpecimene, 
sputum,  or  blood  from  private  or  semi-private  ward  patients  for  'such  fee  in 
(ach instance  as  may  be  Agreed  upon 

63.  He  shall  have  the  privilege  of  using  the  pathological  or  mortuary  instru 
ments  for  the  examination  of  specimens  ssnt  to  him  by  any  physician,  and  of 
cliaiging  a  fee  for  any  such  examination. 


CHAPTER    IX 

THE     ANAESTHETIST. 

64.  The  Anaesthetist  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Medical  Board,  sub- 
ject to  removal  from  oflioe  at  any  time  for  cause. 

65.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  carefully  administer  the  anaesthetic  for  surgical 
operations,  free  of  charge,  on  puiblic  Avard  patients,  and  in  all  cases  he  shall 
aflminister  the  kind  of  anafsthetic  selected  by  the  operating  surgeon. 

66.  He  shall,  when  notified  by  the  House  Surgeon,  attenl  the  Hospital 
promptly  at  the  hour  spedfied  for  the  purpose  of  administering  an  anaesinetic 
to  public  ward  patients. 

67.  He  ^hall  have  the  privilege  of  administering  the  anaesthetic  for  surgical 
^f^rations  on  patients  occupying  private  or  semi-private  wards  for  such  fee 
in  each  instance  as  may  be  specified  by  the  attending  physician;  being  not  less 
than  two  dollars  and  not  more  than  five  dollai*8;  but  in  all  cases  af  surgiical 
op«rations  on  private  or  semi-private  ward  patients,  the  Anaesthetist,  or  the 
pbysician  who  receives  the  fee  for  giving  the  anaesthetic,  shall  furnish  the 
Hnaesthetic,  and  it  shall  not  be  a  charge  on  the  Hospital. 
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CHAPTER    X. 

THE  LADY   SUPEIUNTENDENT. 

68.  The  Lady  Superinle  .dent  shall  have  immediate  charge  of  the  nurdin^ 
department  iu  the  Hospital,  and  sliall,  unJer  sub-Sfction  U  of  section  20  in  the 
Act  of  Incorporation,  make  such  Kules  as  umy  be  necessary  for  assigning 
liours  of  doiity  and,  governing  the  general  conduct  of  the  mirsew,  such  Rules 
to  be  submitted  to  tie  Medical  Hoard  lor  adoption,  and  changed  from  time  to 
time  when  so  directed  by  the  said  Board. 

69.  She  shall  see  that  all  orders  issued  by  the  Medical  Board  on  matters 
coming  under  their  purs  iew  are  promptly  and  jiroperly  executed. 

70.  It  shall  be  her  duty  to  see  that  the  nurses  are  attentive  to  the 
pat?orits  and  are  kiml  and  gentle  in  their  manner. 

71.  She  shall  be  present  as  often  as  j^orsible  in  the  general  operating  theatro 
during  the  hour  of  operations,  and  in  the  piiblic  waixls  during  the  visits  of 
the  Attending  Medi«i.l  Officers. 

72.  She  i-hall  supervise  the  charts  irom  ume  to  time  and  hold  the  head 
nurses  responsible  for  the  records  of  ca,=es  kept  by  their  junior  nurses. 

73.  S^e  siia'l  have  charge  of  the  training  school  for  nurses  under  the  direc 
tion  of  the  Medical  Board,  and  in  addition  to  the  lectures  delivered  by  the 
Medical   Staff   she  shall    conduct  classes   of  instruction   weekly    during   the 
teaching  session. 

74.  She  shall  report  to  the  Medical  Board  monthly,  or  oftener  if  desirable,  as 
to  the  nursing"  in  the  Hospital,  and  the  condition  of  the  training  school,  and 
make  such  suggestions  as  she  may  deem  best  to  improve  the  erticiency  of  the 
liui-sing. 

75.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  select  the  probationers  from  the  list  of 
applicants,  and  when  they  have  completed  their  period  of  probation,  if  acceipted 
by  the  Lady  Superintendent,  they  shall  h?  examined  by  a  committee  of  the 
medical  B"Ard  to  ascertain  iheir  fitness  for  the  work,  and  the  committee  shall 
decide  as  to  the  acceptance  of  each  individual  probationer. 

76.  The  Lady  Superintendent  is  not  perniitterl  to  receive  any  gifts  from  the 
nurses,  officials  or  employees  of  the  Hospital. 
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CHAPfER    XI 

AMENDMENTS. 

77.  Thofle  rules  and  regulations  sliuU  be  sulbinitted  to  the  Board  of  Governors 
in  aocoi'dance  with  sub-section  3,  si'clion  22,  of  tlie  Act  of  lneoni>oiution,  untl 
thereafter  no  reconimemlatiou  for  alteration  or  ainenidment  shall  be  made 
without  a  two-thirds  majority  of  the  Medical  Board  present  at  a  special  meet 
ing  called  for  the  purpose.
